b*  Aotivatlon  and  Training* 

(1)  The  972d  Si$ial  Battalion  was  activated  by  General  Order 
#6A-83  at  Fort  Lewis,  Wellington,  on  1  June  1968*  Only  the  Headquarters 
and  Headquarters  Company  were  resembled,  with  additional  unite  to  bo  added 
later*  The  battalion  was  given  tho  initial  mission  of  preparing  for  over¬ 
seas  movement*  At  tho  time  of  its  activation  the  17th  Signal  Platoon 
(Cable  Construction)  was  also  activated  arid  attnohed  to  the  972d  Signal 
Battalion  for  administration  rod  training* 

(2)  The  battalion  could  not  begin  formal  training  until  70^  of 
its  TOE  strength  was  on  hand*  Tho  shortages  of  porsonnol  postponed  the 
start  of  training  from  10  June  1968  until  15  July  1968*  Between  15  Jtfly 
1968  and  12  8optembor  1968  the  9721  Signal  Battalion  underwent  nine  vooke 
of  intonsivo  training,  whioh  inoludod  four  field  training  exoroisoa  plus 
a  gradod  72  hour  Army  Training  Tost  on  9-12  Soptember  19&8*  (Bio  formal 
and  informal  training  of  the  battalion  lac  tod  a  total  of  ninety-five  days* 

(3)  Generally,  tho  training  wont  smoothly*  Some  difficulties  wore  eac- 
porloncod  that  should  bo  mentioned!  (a)  Altliough  70$  of  the  total  personnel  * 
strength  was  on  hand,  key  ITon-Comnissianed  Officers  such  as  tho  Sergeant  Major, 
the  First  Sorgoant  for  Headquarters  Company,  tho  Oporation  Sorgo  rot  for  the  S-3 
soot  ion,  rod  a  numbor  of  other  3-7  *s  and  3-6  'a  wore  missing*  Those  individuals 
did  not  axrivo  until  mid-August.  Tho  training  program  by  this  time  was  noar 
completion.  Tho  senior  offlcor  and  noncommissioned  officor  cadre  should  bo 
assigned  and  on  hand  prior  to  tho  arrival  of  tho  lowor  grados*  lack  of  ax- 
pa  rioncod  onlistod  porsonnol  resulted  in  tino  oansuming  mistalcos  -rod  an  initial 
problem  in  organization* 
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(b)  Thoro  vr.o  insuffloiont  coordination  bo two on  tho  aJrrival '  of  thd  batt-  *  • 
nlion*s  equipment  and  tlio  arrival  of  the  troops  for  training*  Equipnant  was 
being  received  throughout  tho  training  period*  8omo  of  tho  oquipmont  did 
not  arrlvo  until  after  tho  ATT,  Fortunately,  sufficiont  oquipraont  was  bor¬ 
rowed  from  tho  78th  Signal  Battalion  to  initiate  and  conduct  training. 

Hod  oquipraont  not  boon  available  from  othor  sourcos  tho  unit  would  not  have 
boon  able  to  moot  its  scheduled  movonont  dates*  (o)  Although  tho  972d 
Signal  Battalion  was  a  D-1  unit,  it  had  no  priority  for  ranges  and  othor 
training  facilities  at  Fort  Lewis*  This  forced  ropoo.tod  changes  in  tho 
training  program,  an  facilities  wero  not  availablo  when  needed.  To  avoid 
this  in  tho  future,  tho  headquarters  which  ordors  tho  activation  of  a  unit 
on  D-1  status  should  insuro  that  D-1  status  units  have  priority  for  faoilitios 
at  t’iO  post  on  which  tho  training  is  to  bo  conducted*  (d)  Tho  Army  Train¬ 
ing  Tost  (ll -86)  used  to  tost  tho  972d  Signal  Battalion  was  outdatod  in  tho 
aroa  of  tactics  and  movement,  especially  for  a  unit  bound  for  Viotnam*  Tho 
ATT  should  bo  revised  to  more  adoquatoly  dopiot  operations  in  unconventional 
type  warfnro* 

Q.  Overseas  Movement*  Aftor  successfully  conpotJLng  tho  ATT,  tho 
972d  Signal  Battalion  bogan  packing  its  oquipraont  for  overseas  shipment* 

Upon  completion  of  tlio  packing  tho  battalion  was  given  a  final  PCM  in¬ 
spection  by  tho  Hondqu.  voters  Fort  Lowis  G-4  on  18-20  Soptombor.  PorBon- 
nol  In  tho  battalion  wero  tlion  roloosod  for  a  threo-wook  loavo  on  1  Oct- 
obor  1968,  to  rot  vim  to  Fort  Lowis  on  22  Ootobor  1968,  Tlio  min  party 
flow  out  of  MoChord  AF3  on  27  Ootobor  1968  and  arrivod  in  RVN  on  29 'Oot¬ 
obor  1968.  Tho  advance  party  consisting  of  tho  Battalion  Coranrndor,  8-3 
and  S-4  had  arrived  on  19  Octobor  1968.  A  total  of  twonty-sovon  days  wero 
spont  in  preparing  tlio  battalion  for  raovoraont  and  moving  overseas*

8ignal  Group,  with  hoadquartors  at  Long  Binh*  On  1  Novombor  1968  tho 
107th  Signal  Company  was  assigned  to  tlio  972d  Signal  Battr.lion*  This 
company  is  a  National  Guard  unit  from  Providonco,  Rhodo  Island*  Bio 
107th  Signal  Support  Company  had  boon  aotivatod  on  13  May  1968  by  Oonoral 
Order  IA-78  at  Ibrt  Dovons,  Massaohossotts  and  assigned  to  tho  46th  Gon- 
ornl  Support  Group*  Tlio  company* s  soven  nodes  of  formal  training  began 
on  19  Juno  1968  and  ondod  with  an  ATT  on  7-10  August  1968*  Tlio  main 
party  of  tho  107th  Signal  8upport  Company  loft  Fort  Dovons  on  12  Ootobor 
1968  and  arrived  in  RVN  on  14  Ootobor  1968.
